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Do We Need Our Necessities? 


HE general adoption of one-tenth of our incomes, as 
a minimum payment to carry on God's work in the 
world, would mean more for the progress of the Kingdom

than could possibly be computed in figures. By the en- 
largement of Christian hearts it would do quite as much - 


good as by the enlargement of Christian enterprises. No 
work that our Christian Endeavor societies could possibly 
undertake is $0 | full of blessed promise as the pushing of the 
Tenth Legion. 

In the advocacy of the Tenth Legion, one objection must 
be faced by the worker everywhere, the question: What 
if my income just meets my needs? How can I then set 
apart one-tenth of it for the Lord's work?” Hints are 
given of wife and children, of the maintenance of the home, 
of the sacred duties and responsibilities of the parent. 
What shall we answer? 

We are not to answer at all. If it is once granted that 
every Christian should give systematically and proportion- 
ately to the work of the Kingdom, and that for an average 
Christian one-tenth of one's income is a sufficiently low mini- 
mum standard. — and who will not grant these points? — 
then the application of the principle must be left to the in- 
dividual conscience, and no one has a right to roll off upon 
another man's conscience the burden of a decision his own 
conscience should make. 

Answer that question, Yankee fashion, with another 
question: Are you certain that your needs are neces- 
sary? Do your needs, for instance, include a change of 
raiment whenever the fashion changes? ls tobacco one of 
your needs? Do you need to keep your house in a style 
appropriate to an income twice your own? Do you need 
the latest pattern of bicycle? 

It is the easiest thing in the world to bring one's abso- 
lutely necessary ” expenses up to one's income, and keep 
them there, no matter how fast the income grows. We 
have grown mad over modern conveniences,” that are 
often modern inconveniences. Where our grandmothers 
had two kinds of spoons, and one kind of fork, we must have 
one kind for almost every separate article of food. We 
must have appliances to hold our corncobs while we eat 
from them. We must have summer furniture and winter 
furniture. From the wife's kitchen to the husband's EXPEN- 
sive office-desk, from the baby's cradle to the old man's 
grave, we are living and dying more luxuriously than ever 
before. 

In the interests of the higher life, of Christian beneficence, 
of God's great Kingdom that He would have Spread « over the 
earth, it is the absolute duty of Christians to live more sim- 
ply. Honestly considered, how many objects of expense 


that you are in the habit of classifying among your needs 


are actually necessary? Go off into the woods to camp, 
and note how few articles you really miss. Note, indeed, 
what a relief it is to get rid of the multitude of material 
objects that are cramping and oppressing your life. God 
is a jealous Cod. Do you become more jealous of God's 
interests.

Generally it will be 
found that their Christian characters were fixed before 
prosperity came. Rarely does a rich man become a child- 
like believer and self-denying follower of Christ. 

For few can 
stand prosperity. That was a wise prayer of Agur: Re 
move far from me vanity and lies; give me neither poverty 
nor riches; feed me with food convenient for me, lest 
be full and deny Thee and say: Who is the Lord? or lest 
be poor and steal and take the name of my God in vain.”
